Lady Farmer Raises Record Crop 
»Mrs. Annie B: Williams, of Gleich- 
en, Alberta, had a record flax crop 
last year. She seeded 63.33 acres 
and threshed 1,877 bushels—-which is 
equivalent to 29.63 bustiels to the 
acre. The.significance of this will 
be more readily appreciated: when it 
ig stated that the average yield. per 
acre last year in Alberta was 12.83, 
ewan, 12.66; in Manitoba, 
Canada, 12.60, and in the 
United tates 9.90 bushels to the acre. 
The: variety which was grown was 
‘Premost,’.a new kind which has been 
developed by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, and 
which ripens from ten days to a fort- 
night earlier than ordinary flax, The 
record of the growth of this crop 
shows that it was seeded April 16-18, 
was.one foot high and in bloom on 
June 23rd, ripe en August 10th and 
euton August 27th. The germination 
test over seven days showed 96 per 
eent ,
